WASHINGTON, Dec. 23—Con­ 
gree* ion a1 advocate* of labor re­ 
form, it wa* learned today, have 
reached agreem ent on a plan to 
sponsor “omnibus” legislation in 
the 78th congress establishing a 
new W ar Labor Board and dras­ 
tically overhauling present labor 
practices. 
In addition to setting up a new 
WLB directly created by congress 
rather than the President, the pro­ 
posed legislation would: 
1. Amend the corrupt practices 
act to ban labor contributions to 
political campaigns. 
2. Outlaw strikes for the dura­ 
tion of the war. 
3. Suspend 
present wage-hour

ALIQUIPPA,

Rescue parties, toiling through the 
night, 
today 
accounted 
for 
22 
victims, crushed to death when the 
bus they were riding was sh atter­ 
ed beneath 200 tons of rock and 
mud 
on Constitution 
boulevard 
near Aliquippa. 
Three 
other occupants of 
the 
Ohio River Motor Coach Line bus, I 
en route to Pittsburgh from Ali­ 
quippa, 
also were injured, 
two 
seriously, and a fourth rn .n, one 
of the rescue party, was given 
medical attention when he slip­ 
ped while helping to extricate the 
dead. 
The accident occurred early last j 
night 
when two huge 
boulders 
caused 
a landslide and 
virtually 
buried the bus loaded w ith w ar; 
w-orkers from the Jones & Laugh­ 
lin 8teel Corporation's huge Ali­ 
quippa plant. 
Only one man. Joseph Manko, 
of Pittsburgh, a m etallurgist irf 
the J. & L. plant, was able to tell 
the story today and that sketchily. 
Manko, sitting in a rear seat at 
the time of the rock fall, w'as bat­ 
tered and bruised by the accident, j 
but managed to escape from the 
vehicle 
through a broken 
rear 
window. 
“There was no warning,” said 
Manko, 
“Just 
the 
crash — not j 
so loud either. A fter that, just 
silence and darkness. I didn t hear

The agriculture departm ent said 
th a t lend-lease and m ilitary and 
"contingency 
reserve” 
require­ 
ments for 1943 will reduce civilian 
supplies to 
an 
estim ated 
48 2 
pounds per person, as against an 
expected demand of 57.1 pounds, 
and predicted th at rationing would 
probably be necessary. 
Housewives will thus be able to 
buy only 84 percent of their nor­ 
mal supplies of fats and oils— 
butter, lard, m argarine, vegetable 
shortenings, salad 
and 
cooking 
oils, mayonnaise, salad dressings 
and others—as the per capita con­ 
sumption of these products was 51 
pounds in the 1940-42 period. 
Other food items now under ra­ 
tioning, or scheduled for the list 
next year, include sugar, coffee, 
m eats and cheese. Canned goods 
may be rationed because of the 
shortage in many item s and milk 
may be doled out in metropolitan 
areas where supplies are running 
short.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23—Add­ 
ing his voice to the growing de­ 
mand in Congress for relief from 
the increasing tax burden, Sen. 
Bennett Champ Clark (D) Mo., 
today 
purposed enactm ent of 
a 
pay-as-you-go tax plan. 
“The present income tax, com­ 
bined 
with the 
victory tax, 
is 
breaking the back of those whose 
income has been diminished, such 
as small business and the man on 
a fixed salary," Clark said. 
The Missourian said th at a pay- 
as-you-go method, such as the 
Kuml or sim ilar plans, would: 
1. Obviate default of many fed­ 
eral income taxpayers who would 
be unable to meet the increased 
tax they will have to pay in 1943. 
2. Offset any probable loss in 
revenue to the federal govern­ 
ment 
by 
the 
certainty 
and 
prom ptness in tax payment. 
3. Bring an eventual increase In 
inheritance taxes, since money not 
paid in income tax w’ouid event­ 
ually reach government coffers in 
the form of inheritance tax. 
Clarks’ 
support 
for the new 
method of tax paym ent followed 
a recent demand by Sen. Barbour 
tR) N. J., th at the Rum I plan be 
approved. 
“A 
pay-as-you-go 
method 
would merely provide a new foun­ 
dation," Clark said. 
“It is merely a new principle in 
the paym ent of taxes and its sim­ 
plicity alone confounds many peo­ 
ple. There would be nothing m ys­ 
terious about such a tax if the 
original income tax law had pro­ 
vided such a method of paym ent.” 
d a r k said he hoped th at the

If 
it does not, he said, then an a t­ 
tem pt will be made to substitute

LONDON, Dec. 23 — Incredible 
as it may seem, there Is strong 
reason to believe that Adolf H it­ 
ler is seeking to negotiate a sepa­ 
rate peace with Russia where his j 
| m ilitary machine presently is un- 
* dergring a severe battering, the 
diplomatic expert of 
the

Chronicle said today. 
German sources in neutral coun­ 
tries, it was pointed out, stated 
that H itler not only has expres­ 
sed his “adm iration" for Soviet 
Prem ier Joseph Stalin’s political 
and m ilitary leadership, but also 
has been impressed by Russia's 
fighting pow-er and the country’s 
political stabiiity.

Stalin will not agree to 
separate peace term s H itler still 
hopes to frighten him with an im­ 
minent Japanese offensive against 
Siberia.

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Medical Men Gain Knowledge 
On Managing Aged Patients 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
THE CARFI of the aging pa­ 
tient is becoming a m atter of more 
and more exact knowledge. It is, 
as has been stated in this column 
before, the subject of a specialty 
called geriatrics. But even aside

from this specialty the average 
member of the medical profession I 
today ha* a totally different view- 
point towards his responsibility to 
the aged patient than he had 20 
years ago. 
I remember an instructor who 
chowed us a patient in a ward and 
posed the question: "W hat is the 
Matter with this patient?" 
He 
answered it himself by saying, 
"Did age. What is there to do for 
the patient? Nothing. There is 
nothing to do for old age." 
This pessimistic attitude has 
oeen entirely overcome and we 
know* that the aged not only de­ 
serve consideration, but also that 
there are many things that can 
bo done to alleviate their natural 
ailments. 
Stand Operations NX ell 
In former days surgeons re­ 
garded a surgical operation in an 
old person as an impossibility. As 
time ha* gone on and more and 
more pioneers have tried to per­ 
form operations on the aged, it 
has been found that not only is it 
possible to give them such relief 
a* might be expected from a sur­ 
gical operation, but also that they 
stand operations extraordinarily 
well. In fact, they stand opera­ 
tions better than they do medica­ 
tions. 
Drugs are likely to act in a very 
peculiar, unnatural or disagree­ 
able way in the elderly. The rule 
is just the opposite from that of 
children who can stand a great 
deal of varied medication without 
danger but in spite of their appar­ 
ent strength and resiliency, wilt 
under the onslaught of surgical 
procedure. 
In a series of cases reported by 
Drs. Raymond L. Evans and Sam 
N. Key, of SO patients over 60 
years of age, it xvas found that 
nearly any type of operation 
could be done on patients at these 
ages with impunity. The elderly 
patients were operated on for thy­ 
roid gland disease, gallbladder di­ 
sease, intestinal obstruction, her­ 
nia and various forms of new 
growth of nearly every organ in 
the body. 


The total number of deaths in 
this entire group of patients was 
only six—a percentage of 7.2. It 
is really astonishing to consider 
t at removal of the thyroid gland 
was performed in 19 i^ses and 
ti.at the average stay in the hos­ 
pital after operation was only IO 
days. In 15 cases of hernia the 
average age of the patients was 
nearly TO years. Gallbladder di- 
s< ase is a fairly safe operation in 
elderly/people, but appendicitis 
seems to be extremely dangerous. 


Remarkable Record 


When it was considered that 
these patients naturally had vari- 
; ous kinds of complications such 
J as high blood pressure, weak heart, 
kidney damage, th* record is a 
I very remarkable one. 
One im portant factor of the 
treatm ent consists in a very care- 
[ fu! consideration of the patient’s 
psychology. They should be very 
gradually inducted into the hos- 
p.ial routine for several days in 
order to become accustomed to the 
change in living habits. 
It is foolish to attem pt to change 
an elderly person’s routine habits 
j in it hurry and success in proce­ 
dures of this kind depends upon 
catering to his whims regarding 
alcohol, smoking and clothing. 
They should also be watched care­ 
fully in regard to diet—-particu­ 
larly to sec that they get enough 
drinking water and are not de­ 
li' dratcd. Especial attention should 
be given to oral hygiene, skin 
troubles or any disability which 
exists.

K. L. I,.:—After giving a blood 
transfusion, what foods are best 
to help produce blood?

Answer: No special food* are 
recommended except that a well­ 
balanced diet of nutritious foods 
such as eggs, meat, green vege­ 
tables and milk should be taker..

The block leaders, now distri­ 
buting “share the meat" informa­ 
tion throughout the city, will be 
given pamphlets and other infor­ 
mation covering the “share the 
ride" program. They will be ex­ 
pected to call on their neighbors 
to inform them concerning the 
role they may play 
in 
helping 
Uncle Sam ’a war effort. 
Start# January ll 
This campaign is scheduled to 
start January ll. It is designed 
to promote formation 
of 
more 
and more car sharing clubs for 
driving to and from work and 
also to give assistance in working 
out other neighborhood transpor­ 
tation problems. 
In calling attention to the pro­ 
gram. Mrs. Shulze, whose role in 
organizing the block captain units 
has been an important one, quoted 
a statement from National Civilian 
Defense Director James M. Land­ 
is. who said: 
“The Office of Civilian Defense 
is asking local defense councils 
and block or neighborhood leaders 
in urban areas to promote effec­ 
tive car sharing programs all over 
the United States 
“The best way that a car own­ 
er can be sure of getting to w’ork 
on time and still save rubber for 
war uses is by Joining a car shar­ 
ing group. 
Keep Cars Rolling 
“We must keep private 
cars 
roiling, because 
throughout 
the 
country 75 percent of the workers 
in war production cannot get to 
work by bus, or train, or any other 
way than by private automobile 
At the same time, we certainly 
must keep a steady supply of rub­ 
ber going into the production of 
life-rafts, tank linings, and gas 
masks, as well as tires for jeeps, 
army trucks, and 
Flying 
For­ 
tresses. 
“There is only ore 
supply 
of 
rubber to which we can turn with 
the assurance that it can 
solve 
this dilemma. This supply is not 
in storerooms, the flasks of chem­ 
ists, nor in the farm er’s soil, it 
is on the wheels of 27 million 
automobiles—the largest stockpile 
of rubber in the 
world. 
Every 
American with a set of tires is a 
custodian of this rubber supply. 
“When four car owners share 
cars, they 
spars 
twelve 
tires. 
‘Share and spare’ Is the effective 
American solution to the rubber 
shortage. 
“I urge Civilian Defense block 
or neighborhood leaders In com­ 
munities 
everywhere 
to 
make 
house-to-house canvasses to ex­ 
plain the details of car sharing to 
friends and neighbors. And I ur­ 
gently ask the

every car owner in this program 
to conserve vital material and help 
win the war.”

COP DEMANDS 
The three top House leaders— 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, Majority 
Leader John McCormack and Re­ 
publican Minority Leader Joe Mar­ 
tin—held a secret pow-wovv just 
before Congress adjourned which 
will have important repercussions 
when the 78th Congress meets in 
January. 
The conference had to do with 
th*1 makeup of House committees 
during the next session, and the 
three leaders engaged 
in 
some 
bare-knuckled tangling. 
Martin flatly demanded that the 
Democratic majority on almost all 
House committees be cut to one 
member, in keeping with the De­ 
mocratic voting edge of 222 to 
209 in the new Congress. The Re­ 
publican leader excepted only the 
three so-called “policy" commit­ 
tees—Ways and Means, Rules, and 
Appropriations—from his blanket 
demand. 
The Appropriations Committee 
now has 25 Democrats and 15 Re­ 
publicans. Martin insisted that its 
division in the new Congress be 
22-18. He demanded the same pro­ 
portionate split in the 25-member 
Ways and Means Committee, and 
asked that the Democratic major­ 
ity on the important Rules Com­ 
mittee, which dictates House pro­ 
cedure on legislation, be changed 
from 10-4 to 9-5. 
Since committees control the 
course and the destiny of legisla­ 
tion in Congress, Rayburn and Mc­ 
Cormack were in no mood to make 
such sweeping concessions. They 
halfway agreed to Martin's pro­ 
position on the Rules Committee, 


but vigorously opposed 
him 
on 
everything else. 
However, rather than 
risk 
a 
| stormy flight on the floor, which 
might 
boomerang 
against 
the 
whole Congress, the two Demo- 
i cratic leaders 
proposed to 
rn'et 
with Martin again after January 
6 in an effort to work out a com­ 
promise. 
To this Martin replied that his 
demands were fair, also consistent 
with the results of the last elec- 
! tion, and he frowned on compro­ 
mise. When Rayburn and McCor- 
! mack argued that committee pro- 
| poi lions now were pretty much 
the same as in pre-New Deal days, 
when the GOP 
ruled 
Congress, 
Martin shot back that these were 
J war times, also that the Republi- 
; can party would have to abide by 
any new committee arrangements, 
arrived at now, if it regained con­ 
trol of the House in future years. 
Martin added that there were a 
number of second-term GOP House 
members not on major committees, 
such as Foreign Affairs, Naval Af­ 
fairs and Military Affairs. Many 
first and second-term Democrats 
were grabbing off 
these 
choice 
spots, Martin pointed out, and he 
said it was high time the Republi­ 
cans were getting recognition. 
After an hour and a half of 
futile haggling, Rayburn prevailed 
on Martin to meet again with him 
and McCormack after the opening 
of the new Congress.
